Washisotoh. June 19.— Senator Nel- 
son, of Minnesota, has prepared an 
anti-trust amendment which he will 
offer to the tariff bill, and which 
thinks will meet the objections, that 
have been made to other amendments 
of a similar character. It follows: 

Every person, firm or corporation 
who shall monopolize or engross, or 
who shall combine or conspire with 
any other person, firm or corporate 
to monopolize or engross the trade or 
commerce in raw or refined sugar of 
any kind among the several statea or 
with foreign nations for the purpose of 
unduly enhancing the price of such 
sugar, shall bo deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and on conviction there- 
of shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than 8500 nor more than 810,000 or 
by imprisonment at hard labor not 
less than six months nor more than 
two years or by both said punishment, 
in the discretion of the court. And in 
case of a corporation found guilty of 
said offense, the iurv shall also ascer- 
tain and rind what officers of the 
corporation caused or directed the cor- 
poration to commit such offense and 
such officers, on being found guil- 
ty of causing or directing the 
corporation to commit the offense of 
which it is found guilty shall be liable 
to the punishment aforesaid It shall 
be a sufficient pleading in tbe indict- 
ment to describe the offense in the lan- 
guage of this law, and the fact that 
a manufacturer or refiner of sugar re- 
fuses to sell his sugar to the public in 
intor-state or foreign trade, otherwise 
than through special factors or agents, 
shall be deemed prima facie evidence 
of monopolizing or attempting to 
monopolize the trade in sugar 
among the several states or with for- 
eign nations.
